REMARKS 

Prior to the Office Action Claims 1-47 were pending. By the present amendment, 
Claims 1 , 10, 18, 19, 29, 33, 42, and 43-46 have been amended, Claims 2-5, 30, 34-35, 39- 
41 and 47 have been cancelled and new Claims 48-74 have been added. These 
amendments have been made to place the application in condition for allowance based on 
the allowability of claims stated in the Office Action. 

As the Examiner will note, the limitations of allowed Claims 4 and 5 have been 
amended into independent Claim 1, thereby placing amended claim 1 in condition for 
allowance. Other amendments and cancellations have been made to certain claims 
depending from Claim 1 in order to comport with the amendment of Claim 1 . The stated 
objection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 was also overcome by these amendments. 

Additionally, the the limitation of allowed Claim 30 has been amended into 
independent Claim 29, thereby placing independent Claim 29 in condition for allowance. 
Other amendments and cancellations have been made to certain claims depending from 
Claim 29 in order to comport with the amendment of Claim 29. 

Additionally, new independent Claim 48 contains the subject matter of original Claim 
1 in combination with the limitations of allowed dependent Claim 26. New dependent 
Claims 49-74 correspond to the limitations of original dependent Claims 2-25 and 27-28. 
Thus, new Claims 48-74 are also in condition for allowance. 

On the basis of the foregoing, issuance of a Notice of Allowance is requested as 
to all pending Claims 1, 6-29, 31-33, 36-38, 42-46 and 48-74. 
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The Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any underpayment and 
credit any overpayment of the filing fees required under 37 CFR § 1.16 and any patent 
application processing fees required under 37 § CFR 1 . 1 7 to Deposit Account No. 50-0878.
